RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 


The U.S. ambassador to Brazil, 
C. Burke Elbrick, returned to 
his residence Sunday night with 
a cut on his head, freed by his 
kidnapers after 15 political pris- 
oners reached Mexico. 


Brazilian security officials be- 


gan a widespread hunt for El- 
brick's a b d u c t o r s . 
They 


searched several houses in the 
area where he was set free. Po- 
lice sources said at least a doz- 
en persons were arrested. 


The military junta that took 


over a week' ago when President 
Arthur da Costa e Silva suffered 
a stroke alerted military and 
law enforcement agencies to be 
on guard against a broadened 
campaign of violence which the 
two terrorist groups that kid- 
naped Elbrick promised to un- 
leash. 


There was speculation that 


the junta would issue a decree 
making death the punishment 
for terrorism. 


The 61-year-old career diplo- 


mat came through the ordeal in 
good shape although he had a 
gash on the right side of his 
head caused by a gun butt when 
he scuffled with his kidnapers. 
The injury was not serious. 


"To coin the understatement 


of the year, I'm glad to be back," 
Elbrick said. "I'm glad the kid- 


napers lived up to their word 
and let me go." He added he 
was "grateful to the Brazilian 
government for taking the ac- 
tion necessary to bring about 
my liberation." 


His wife Elvira was one of the 


first persons to greet him after 
he drove up to the heavily 
guarded embassy residence in a 
taxi. The couple spent a few mo- 
ments alone during which Presi- 
dent Nixon telephoned from Cal- 
ifornia. 


Elbrick had a strip of adhe- 


sive on his right temple, and an 
embassy press officer who re- 
layed Ms statements said, "The 
ambassador was hit over the 
head with a pistol as he was 
being transferred from one car 
to another during the kidnap- 
ing."

until 3 a.m.

their regular w o r k assign- 
ments," Cady said, adding that 
breakfast feeding was normal.

during Sunday's demonstration 
against the cigarette tax boost. 
The warden described the action 


protest—no 
as "a nonviolent 
one was hurt." 


The demonstration apparently 


began over a four-cent increase 
in the cost of cigarettes caused 
by a new state tax boost. The 
prisoners now pay 35 cents a 
pack. They are paid only 40 
cents a day. 


"This might seem very insign- 


nificant to you," Cady told news- 
men. "But cigarettes are very 
significant to people doing time. 
It's one of the few personal 
pleasures they have." 


Cady didn't take over as war- 


den of the prison until today, but 
his predecessor, Warden John 
Burke, let Cady handle the pro- 
test. 


"I knew I was going to retire, 


and I had heard there might be 
trouble," Burke said. "I talked 
it over with our staff and brought 
Elmer in on it to plan what we 
might do." 


Handled Protest 


Cady talked to the prisoners 


Saturday morning, he said, tel- 
ling them of changes that he 
wanted to introduce. They in- 
clude a work-released program 
similar to the Huber Law, an 
adult education program witt 
more emphasis on vocational 
education, a "good hard look at 
visiting rights" and an incentive 
pay program. 


Area Cleared 


When officials learned the 


demonstration would take place 
Sunday afternoon, they ordered 
the 800 inmates to clear recrea 


Forty-five minutes later, 
the prisoners had been herded 
into segregation cells.

"The prisoners went out of

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 


The U.S. ambassador to Brazil, 
C. Burke Elbrick, returned to 
his residence Sunday night with 
a cut on his head, freed by his 
kidnapers after 15 political pris- 
oners reached Mexico.

searched several houses in the 
area where he was set free. Po- 
lice sources said at least a doz- 
en persons were arrested. 


The military junta that took

Progress in Vietnam? 


- One of the main questions in President 
Nixon's plan to withdraw American troops 
from Vietnam if one of three conditions is 
met is whether or not the South Viet- 
namese are able to take over a bigger role 
in their war. There are some encouraging 
signs. 


The Citizens Committee for Peace With 


Freedom in Vietnam, founded in late 1967 
by the late President Eisenhower, former 
President Truman, former Senator Paul 
Douglas and 127 other private citizens, has 
issued a report on conditions after a trip to 
Vietnam, Laos. Thailand and Paris. Militari- 
ly the report is almost too optimistic, 
particularly because we have been seeing 
that light at the end of the tunnel since at 
least the fall 
of 1965 when 
former 


Secretary of Defense Robert MeN'amara 
said American troops could begin leaving 
at least by Christmas. 


The committee found since the Tet 


offensive, "the enemy in Vietnam has 
become much weaker, our side much 
stronger. This is chiefly because of the 
enemy's staggering losses. General Abrams' 
small unit spoiling tactics, and the mobili- 
zation of the South Vietnamese people 
which is one of the greatest in modern 
times." The report further comments that 
"the enemy has won no victory, taken and 
held no ground, sustained no major long- 
term engagement and has fallen 
back 


chiefly on hit-and-run tactics. The South 
Vietnamese Army found its soul at Tet and 
the mass gra\es of Hue. Since Tet it has 
won victories, expanded its ground, taken 
over the defense of provinces and an entire 
corps area—Peasants are returning to the 
fields, rice production is up, increasing 
numbers of local elections are being held, 
the number of defections to our side is 
increasing. . . . 


The United States has completed the 


withdrawal of apparently all American 
troops from the heavly populated Mekong 
Delta south of Saigon where there has 
always been c o n s i d e r a b l e Vietcong 
strength. Command in the area — at least 


of those on our side — has been handed 
over to the South Vietnamese Army. An 
American official has also announced plans 
to turn over the air base at Nhatrang 
further north to full South Vietnamese 
command before long. 


The Citizens Committee advises that 


"the policy of reciprocal de-escalation is 
feasible, provided the withdrawal of U. S. 
forces is closely geared to demonstrated 
improvement in South Vietnamese capabil- 
ities and is not forced prematurely by war- 
weary American public opinion." It warns 
that a premature American withdrawal will 
enable the enemy to "complete his subjuga- 
tion not only of Vietnam but of adjoining 
territory and we will have lost more than 
38,000 American lives in vain." 


Clearly we are in a precarious position. 


According to the committee's recommenda- 
tions we must wait and see how well the 
South Vietnamese military handles its 
duties before we dare withdraw and even 
then "the South Vietnamese must still rely 
for some time to come upon United States 
troop lift, air support, staff assistance and 
reserves." 


Part of the trouble is that this has never 


been a purely military struggle. So far no 
pacification program has really been much 
of a success. Figures have not been given 
recently on how many villages are sup- 
posed to be secure, probably because no 
one can really tell. President Thieu's 
reshuffling of his Cabinet for what he said 
was to broaden his political base as urged 
by American officials (and the Citizens 
Committee) has instead consolidated power 
almost completely in the hands of the 
military with little if any recognition given 
to opposition parties or religious leaders. 


Unless the death of Ho Chi Minn means 


a dramatic change in North 
Vietnam's 


tactics or President Nixon decides he can 
not politically countenance 
our 
massive 


involvement militarily in Vietnam, it ap- 
pears that the war will continue to drag on 
and perhaps 50,000 Americans will have 
died in vain. The hit-and-run tactics can go 
on for a very long time. 


Interest on Savings Bonds

Congress for authority to raise this rate to 
5 per cent. But the Democratic majority in 
Congress has balked because they plan to 
make the interest rate a campaign issue in 
1970. 


The inequity of the current situation is 


brought home by interest rates being paid 
by the U. S. Government for other types of 
borrowing. Treasury bills due in one year 
or less carry a 7 per cent interest rate; 
various U. S. Government Agency issues 
pay 8 per cent; and tax-exempt Public 
Housing Authority notes carry an effective 
rate of 10 to 11% per cent. 


Purchasers of Savings Bonds are gener- 


ally small unsophisticated savers. In effect 
the government is taking advantage of 
their ignorance. 


The Post-Crescent has refused to print 


promotional ads for U. S. Savings Bonds for 
this very reason. 


Large billboards in this area advertise 


U. S. Savings Bonds as "a square deal." 
What they really mean is a "deal for 
squares." 


Japan Bargains With Moscow 


While the Japanese have been making a 


lot Of noise about getting the United States 
to return full control of the island of 
Okinawa to Japan, there has been little 
agitation to get back some islands which 
the Russians seized in their few days at war 
with Japan at the end of World War II. 
However, a recent fishing ship incident has 
finally been publicized and Japanese For- 
eign Minister Kiichi Aichi is off to Moscow 
to do some bargaining. 


There are four islands in the north 


which the Russians occupied — Habomai. 
Shikotan, Kunashiri and Etorofu. The 
Soviets have agreed to return the first two 
but only after all American bases in Japan 
have been closed down. The Russians claim 
that the other two are part of the Kurile 
chain and therefore Russian territory. 


However, it seems likely that right now 


the Soviet Union may be seeking closer ties 
with non-Communist nations of Asia both 
because of the disaffections in Eastern 
Europe and its repeated border skirmishes 
with China. Communist party chairman 
Leonid Brezhnev suggested vaguely in June 
that some sort of Asian regional security 
arrangement be worked out but he has 


never explained exactly what he meant. 
The aim, whatever the form, is to help 
contain the Communist Chinese. 


It may be that the Russian leaders 


might concede the islands to Japan as a 
good will gesture. 


Even though much of the demonstrating 


in Japan for the return of Okinawa stems 
from left wing sources, the matter of 
national pride is strong. Early in August a 
Russian patrol boat £ank a Japanese fishing 
trawler with the loss of life of 11 of the 12 
men on board. Since 1946 the Russians 
have seized 1,302 such fishing boats and 
and detained but then released more than 
10.000 Japanese fishermen. The Russians 
claim a 12 mile limit from the islands while 
the Japanese recognize only the 
three 


mile limits as not in international waters. 
Fishing in the area is extremely important 
to the Japanese The sight of the lights on 
the miles and miles of fishing boats is awe- 
some to an air traveler.

Tied to What State 
Taxpayers Can Afford 


By DR. JAMES W. NELLEN 


MADISON - One can prop- 


erly ask at this time, 
In 


what direction is our universi- 
ty going," or, "Will it con- 
tinue to be one of the nation s 
o u t s t a nd i n g institutions? 
Either of these questions is 
somewhat difficult to answer. 


Higher education does not

come cheaply. The maintain- 
ing of a great university is 
extremely costly. It would 
appear doubtful whether the 
University of Wisconsin can 
retain its relative position of 
prominence and excellence 
among the great universities 
unless the people of this state 
are willing to pay the price. 
The legislature, or at least 
some legislators, have con- 
cluded that the citizens of this 
state cannot afford to, or do not 
wish to support this type of 
university. 


To be sure, mere are citi- 


zens who maintain that Wis- 
consin, a state of only medium 
wealth, c a n n o t afford the 
luxury of a great University. 
But it must be borne in mind 
that this state has traditionally 
chosen to do so. 
MUST REMAIN 
COMPETITIVE 


Some opinions to the con- 


trary, it is only wishful think- 
ing to hold that this or any 
other university can continue 
its foremost position while not 
being competitive in salaries 
and expenditures with other 
comparaable institutions. If this 
university does not remain 
competitive, there will surely 
be a gradual erosion of the 
quality of its faculty. This 
erosion may not become mani- 
fest in a year or two but it 
will occur over a relatively 
short span of years. 


At the present time the 


reputation of the University of 
Wisconsin is such that some 
faculty, and especially younger 
faculty, will forego higher 
salaries elsewhere to be a part 
of this scholarly community 
and thereby benefit from the 
prestige attached to the uni- 
versity. It is difficult to say 
how long this national recogni- 
tion and prestige 
will be 


maintained. 


A great portion of this, and 


other universities' operating 
costs, is financial by federal 
agencies t h r o u g h research 
(grants, contracts, etc. The 
past success of the University 
of Wisconsin in obtaining these 
grants is directly attributable 
to «the caliber of its faculty 
and researchers. The federal 
bureaus are inclined to funnel 
research money to institutions 
and individuals with the great- 
est national reputation in their 
respective fields. So it can be 
stated, without reservation, 
that serious curtailment of 
state funds results in a con- 
coim'ttant decrease in federal 
funds. 
REQUIRES STATE FUNDS 


It is axiomatic that state 


funds must be used to obtain 


or to augment federal grants. 
With the advantages of federal 
subsidies, there are shortcom- 
ings. For example, federal 
funds may be terminated at 
the wish of Congress. 
While 


these contracts are made on a 
multi-year basis, it is conceiv- 
able that abrupt terminations 
of said contracts could result 
in a university having faculty 
or staff which is cannot any- 
more afford or cannot further 
justify. 


There is a further disturbing 


tend«ccy on th« part of federal 
ag«n<*8 to give grant* in the 
name of the individual re- 
searcher. So while bringing 
income to the institution that 
ostensibly employes these re- 
searchers, it also places the 
university in a position of 
being competitive to retain 
these same individuals. 


All of 'this indicates that the 


university cannot continue to 
be "everything to everybody," 
and may well Mow one of 
these possible routes: 


One, to receive state and 


federal appropriations to re- 
main outstanding in all fields 
and in all aspects of education 
including service to the state 
by Extension. It is question- 
able whether any institution 
will be able to continue such 
an ambitious program. 
WOULD IIESSEN QUALITY 


The s e c o nd alternative 


would be to lessen its quality 
by eliminating or severely 
restricting research. This 
would certainly lessen the 
quality of the faculty and 
thereby decrease the quality of 
education. This move would to 
a certain extend "put toe 
professor back in the class- 
room," but the same professor 
would be denied the opportuni- 
ty for research and would also 
deny him the stimulation of an 
association w i t h other re- 
searchers. 


The third alternative would 


be for this university to con- 
centrate on excellence within 
certain fields even to the point 
of curtailment or elimination 
of certain classes, disciplines, 
departments or even entire 
schools or colleges. 


If such action became nec- 


essary, the Board of Regents 
as the policy making body of 
the university would ultimate- 
ly have to make such deci- 
sions. It is a gross understate- 
ment to say that such deci- 
sions would not generally be 
popular and: would be subject 
to great criticism and pres- 
sure. Such a situation might 
well result in the regents 
becoming advocates of a five- 
year term rather than struggl- 
ing through the traditional 
nine years.
